. | . Only eleven new keels for steel ships 
fave been laid, but on the 431 steel 
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minds of officials éven at ‘Christmas 


vessels requisitioned and now being 
completed for the ‘government, repre- 
senting an aggregate of 3,056,008 tons, 
39 per cent of the construction is now 
completed. 

On the 437 wooden and compete 
ships of 1,551,900 tons, 10 per cent of 
the construction is completed, while 
4 per cent of the 521 recent steel ship 
contracts, totaling 3,638,400 tons, has 
been completed. 

Construct Twenty New Yards. 


. The percentages given do not in- 
clude the work done on new yards 
that have been built to handle the in- 
creased shipbuilding industry. When 
the shipping board began operations, 
70 per cent of the.steel ship yards of 
the country were filled with work for 
the navy. Of the thirty-two yards 

- to which steel ship contracts were let, 
- twent 
the k of shipbuilding began. 

‘The ‘percentages do not include ar- 
rangements for boiler and engine mak- 
ing and other work necessary for the 
new program. 

Seventy-two yards are now building 
wooden ships, fifty-one of which were 
built this year. One hundred and sixty- 
six of the 379 wooden hulls contracted 
for have been laid down, of which 130° 
were laid in*the new yards. Of the 
fifty-eight composite ships keels have 
been laid for tweitve. The contracts 
went to four yards, three of which did 
not exist when the contracts were let.

Books havo been written 

about these methods-and conditions dis- 
closed by ther. ‘ 


methods for physical development. They 
are used especially for babies, young chil- 
dren, and athletes. Dr. Clark, who was 
early in the field with a score card for 
babies, and later with a method of scor- 
ing children, now offers a score,card to 
be used in measuring the social and, in- 
cidentally, the moral qualities of chil- 
dren. 

‘This suggestion may excite as much 
discussion as did the Binet. scale, and 
perhaps out of it as much good may 
come. While it ts important to know 
whether the mental capacity of a person 
is up to the normal or not, it is still 
more important to know whether they 
are derelicts socially. and a social dere- 
Het often is morally below par. If there 
is such discussion undoubtedly the Clark 
score card will be changed in some par- 
ticulars. There will be more variation 
in values and more accurate methods

In a report from Amsterdam of an address by 
the kaiser to his troops on the Verdun front the 
following passage is quoted: “The year 1917 with 
its great battles has proved that the German people 
have in the Lord of Creation above an uncondi- 
tional and avowed ally on whom it can absolutely 
rely. Without him all would have been in vain.” 

We shall quote, presently, from several German 
preachers and religious writers, but we do not 
intend to lay an undeserved emphasis upon any 
one citation. Weaim merely to exhibit what seems 
te us a trend.. To our way of thinking, the trend 
is away from Christianity and toward the religion 
not of the Prophetic Period but of Old Israel. 

“We have become a nation of wrath,” says the 
German dramatist and critic Philippi.

ILLINOIS’ FIGHT AGAINST DISEASE. 
{From the Peoria Journal.) 


_In formulating rules for the control of venerea, 
disease the Illinois department of health has adopted 
@ course which leading physicians and other special 
And 
in making the rules strict and even drastic the health 
department has placed Illinois above all other states 
in werking for the elimination of this dreaded and 
dangerous disease, 

The new rules require the reporting of all cases by 
physicians, druggists, hospital superintendents, and 
others to the local health officer. The health officer 
must then report them to the state health department. 
All cases, so far as possible, are to be hospitalized. 
Premises suspected of being used for immoral pur: 
poses and occupied by infected persons of disreputa- 
ble character shall be placarded with a large red 
sign warning people that there is a diseased person 
inside. Persons having active infections shall be 
prohibited’ from engaging in any occupation the 
nature of which is such that the infection might be 
spread to others. 

The »time is past when prudery should hide the 
fact that venereal diseases claim thousands of deaths 
during the course of a year and that they spread in 
such @ manner as to weaken the very forces of 
the nation. Those who affect rigid correctness in 
their air may be astounded at the action of the state 
board of health and at the action of newspapers in 
editorializing on it—however, the disease has been 
spreading rapidly under @ laisses faire policy of 
the state and the time has come for drastic action.

of the city of London, an office which, 
of a judicial character, was first cre- 
ated in 1319, and carries with it a salary 
of $15,000 a year, besides a number of 
valuable perquisites and prerogatives, 
also a liberal pension on retirément. 

Sir Frederick, who is a bencher of the 
Inner temple, and has a fine country 
geat in Sussex, known as Cobbe place, 
near Lewes, comes from an old French 
Huguenot family long settled in England 
| and which has furnished an imposing list 
of generals to the army, and, above all, 
of distinguished officers to the navy. 

Indeed, Sir Frederick's younger broth- 
er, Sir Day Bosanquet, for several years 
'was admiral in chief command of the 
| North American and West Indian sta- 
tion. He also held the command in chief 
and the governorship of Portsmouth, 
which is the blue ribbon of the naval 
service, and after having reached the 
age of retirement was considered so 
‘ywaluable a man that he was sent out to 
| Australia as governor of South Aus- 
' tralia.

The name of Bovanquet has been the 
subject of no end of controversy as to 
the correct method of pronunciation, and 
the late Attorney General Sir Frank 
Lockwood on one occasion at a bar din- 
ner gave his opinion in the matter in thé 
following lines written on his menu:

Lord Radnor is the head of the Bou- 
verie family, and, according te the pages 
of “ Burke,” is descended from the north 
of France family of Des Bouveries of the 
Chateau of Bouveries, near Lille, and 
one of whose members, Laurence des 
Bouveries, according to tradition, settled 
in Dngland tn 1542. As @ matter of fact, 
the first Bouverie in England was a 
Huguenot refugee silk worker, who set- 
tled at Canterbury, where he pursued his 
silk weaving trade, which he was able 
considerably to extend through his Ger- 
man wife's inheritance of the fortune of 
an uncle at Frankfort-on-the-Main, who 
also had been in the silk weaving busi- 
ness.

His grandson in turn, Jacob by name, 
was raised to the peerage as Lord Long- 
ford and Viscount Folkestone, while his 
eon went one better and improved his 
barony and his viscounty inte the Earl- 
dom of Radnor. Through matrimonial 
alliance with the only child and heiress 


which Mrs. Aldis endeavored to show

What I wish to answer particplarly, 
however, is Mrs. Aldis’ statement that 
she has it on reliable authority that 
hotel proprietors are, as a class, most 
desirous of helping in food conservation, 
but that they are having constant trou- 
ble and difficulty in imposing the new 
restrictions on cooks and waiters. 

As chairman of District No. 6, Hote! 
division, for the central states, northern 
and eastern section of the United States 
food administration, I wish to controvert 
this statement and to say that instead of 
the hotels having trouble with their 
cooks and waiters, all have been from 
the start not only most willing but eager 
to join in the wonderful conservation 
movement which is spreading over the 
country. In fact, it is through the loy- 
alty and patriotism of the hotels and 
restaurants (especially the larger and 
more important ones in every city 
throughout every state) that the con- 
servation movement has received its in- 
ittal impetus, and my reports, not only 
from the subchairmen of my own dis- 
trict but from headquarters in Wash- 
ington and through my correspondence 
with other hotel men in charge of other 
sections, show that there has been a 
wonderful and enthusiastic acquiescence 
in the rules and regulations promulgat- 
ed through Mr. Hoover's department. 

Not only have the cooks and waiters 
thoroughly cotperated with the mana- 
ers and stewards of the great majority 
of hotels but many of them have vied 
with each other in getting up and invent- 
ing new recipes and different methods 
of baking bread, cake, and pastry for 
wheatiess days, or preparing new and 
appetizing dishés for meatless days. It 
needed only a very few weeks of prelimi-

nary education on the part of th dit.

and fn a great many of the large hotels 
the cooks, waiters, and every ohe com 
nected with the commissary departmes 
will be found wearing the food admis 
istration button.

Rickey said, however, he had lost 
all interest in Hendricks, but will con- 
sider any proposition Hendricks may

It 
was said the protest carried a pledge 
that the signer never again would 
énter the Cardinal ball park if Horns- 
by was sold.

end Hornsby loses, the Cubs lose, the 
Cardinals lose, the club owners lose, 
and even the fans lose. 
President Weeghman slipped over 
the deal for Alexander and Killifer 
with such secrecy that the public 
_ didn’t know anything about it until it 
was all over. It never had a chance 
to make a threat. Perhaps the Horns- 
by deal will be Hushed up now until 
another year and then be put over

Write 
the chief fish and game warden at 
Springfield concerning getting an ap- 
pointment. 

Sportsmen should remember that a 
fish and.game warden is not necessary 
to enforce the game laws. The game

‘be the duty of all sheriffs, deputy sher- 
iffs, coroners, constables, police offi: 
cers, and all other conservators of the 
peace to enforce the provisions of this 
act.”
